Defendant's counsel has attempted to resolve this matter 
with plaintiff without further litigation in this Court and was hopeful that an agreement could be 
reached by the due date for defendant's opposition. However, the attempts to resolve the matter 
have failed. As defendant's counsel primarily assigned to this case was notified of this failure on 
the date defendant's opposition was due, an extension of time is necessary in order to research. 
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draft and file a responsive document. 

Accordingly, defendant moves for an extension of time to file an opposition to plaintiff's 
motion for leave to file documents subject to protective order in an unrelated administrative 
action, to and including October 20, 2006. As noted above, plaintiff has no objection to this 



motion.
